So mugh has been written on the subject of Missions that 
it is next t@ impossible to write anything new; still it is a sub- 
ject of, which many people seem to be ignorant, and the his- 
‘ory o: wajch they know nothing. S ome professed Christians 
have been reading the Bible for years and have not learned that 
it teaches thissions, and with all their knowledge of the history 
oi the worl}l they have not found a line that throws any light 
upon what has been done in order to propagate the teacaings of 
our Savior. 

The Acts of the Apostles show beyond any question of doubt 
several sepgrate and distinct missionary journeys. Phillip frqna 
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toch jo Tarsus and buek again. Then the three missionary 
tours made by Paul and his associates may be readily traced by 
any one who reads with an unprejudiced mind. 

Neither are-we left in doubt as to how this work was man- 
aged. (By reading tae pastoral letters in their historical con- 
nections with the Acts, all the light necessary for our wnder- 
Standing is thrown upon the work as it was carried on by the 
early Christians; and for ail that is now being done by Mission- 
ary Baptists. we have either an expressed or implied warrant.

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Differe nEdg of opinion on the question of slavery led to the 
f organizatida of the Southern Baptist Convention. That was et- 
fected in Augusta, Ga., May 8, 1845, with William B. Johnson as 
iis first pfesident. it is through this convention that Baptist 
churches $f the South are doing their Home and Foreign Mis- 
- siowary wdrk. lhe Foreign Mission Board is appointed each year 
4 by the Sothern Baptist Convention, and is located at Richmond, 
\m., with R. J. Willingham, D. D., as secretary, the Home Mis- 
sion Board, also appointed by the Southern Baptist Convention, 
is lecate@jat Atlanta, Ga., with B. D. Gray, D. D., as secretary. 
Baptist churches of the South, through their Southern Baptist 
Convention and their Foreign Mission Board are doing work in 
Chine, Affiea, Japan, Italy, Mexico and Brazil. May 1, 1965, the 
churches had 181 missionaries on these fields with six more un- 
der appointment. Last Convention year $283,415.88 were given 
for foreign mission and 2,231 converts were baptized; one bap- 
tism for every $122.10 expended. This year the ‘churches, 
through their messengers authorized the Board to lay out its 
work on @ basis of $375,000. 




































It will also be borne in mind that out of the $283,415.88 given 

for foreign missions last year all necessary expenses incident to 

e work! were. paid, both that of the Board at Richmond, and

Our State Missfon work is carried on under the auspices of

State Conventjon, with A. V. Rowe, D. D., corresponding secre- 
tary of the Boprd. 

On July ip, 1904, there were in the State Mission Treasury 
$7,356.50 rece ved from that date to July 10, 1905, $13,900.40. 
With that mopey 8,974 days actual service were secured; and as 
a result of that service 200 stations were occupied, 655 persons 
baptized besides 734 in regular pastorates, but where missiona- 
ries did the piotracted meeting work, and fourteen churches con- 
stituted, besides other work too extensive to be mentioned here.
